5,171 cast votes here 
for county, district, 
judicial nominees 

Over 5,100 Morgan County Demo- 
crats voted in Tuesday’s primary elec- 
tion to elect a Sheriff and a Coroner, and 
also magistrates in all but one precinct 
in which the nominee will face a Repub- 
lican in November. 

Tuesday’s winner for the Democrat 
nomination for Jailer also will face Re- 
publican opposition in the fall. 

Democrats also cast votes for nomi- 
nees for U.S. Representative in Congress 
and State Representative. And voters 
selected two nominees in a non- parti- 
san race for Circuit Judge. 

Poll workers reported that voters ex- 
perienced no problems with the county’s 
new digital voting machines. However 
minor problems experienced in closing 
and locking the machines in the Index 
and Dingus precincts and a long line of 
voters still waiting in line to vote at 6:00 
p.m. in Ward 3, resulted in a delay in 
getting the county- wide totals tabulated. 

State Rep. John Will Stacy was a big 
winner in his race to retain his 71st Dis- 
trict House seat for a seventh term. Stacy 
polled 72.4 percent of the vote in Mor- 
gan to defeat Farry Brown, 3,432 to 
1,308. Stacy, who won by 7,741 to 3,163 
district- wide, as no Republican opposi- 
tion in the fall. 

Also a big winner with 61.5 percent 
of the vote in a five-candidate race was 
Sheriff Mickey Whitt. Whitt polled 
3,028 votes — a plurality of 1,985 votes 
— to win a second four-year term. 

In the race for Jailer, Jimmy Darrell 
Easterling eked out a 13 -vote victory 
over four other candidates for the post. 
Easterling will face Republican Rick 
Barker, who was unopposed, in the No- 



vember General Election. 

Kenny “Gravedigger” Perry was the 
winner in the race for Coroner. Perry 
polled, 2,194 votes — 45.6 percent of 
the votes cast — for a 674- vote plural- 
ity in a crowded field of six candidates. 

Winners in the five Magistrate races 
were incumbent Denzil Potter in District 
1, Randy Cantrell in District 2, Stanley 
Riggsby in District 3, Frankie W. Spen- 
cer, incumbent, in District 4, and Wm. 
Burton Stacy in Dist. 5. 

A total of 5 , 1 7 1 Morgan cast votes in 
the election. A precinct-by-precinct 
tabluation of the votes cast in Morgan is 
published elsewere in this edition.

The contract calls for resurfacing of 
1.53 miles of Ky. 7, West Liberty-Sandy 
Hook Road, from Hot Mix Road extend- 
ing north to the beginning of the recently 
reconstructed portion at the foot of 
Wrigley Hill. Hinkle Contracting Corp. 
of Paris was awarded the low-bid con- 
tract. The work is scheduled to be com- 
pleted by Nov. 30.

share with you a little story with my 
friend, attorney William Elam of Frank- 
fort, told his daughter’s sorority at a 
scholarship dinner at the University of 
Kentucky several months ago. Although 
it consumed but a few short minutes at 
the end of his speech, its message burns 
as brightly as a yuletide candle and rings 
as clear as a Christmas bell: 

“Once upon a time long ago, perhaps 
before some of your grandparents were 
born, there lived a family in impover- 
ished circumstances. Though they were 
poor, they were no worse off than oth- 
ers in the community. They lived in an 
isolated mountain hollow in Eastern 
Kentucky, without any of the amenities 
of life that we now take for granted - 
such as roads, electricity, telephones or 
high schools. 

“The only employment opportunity 
was hard labor in the logging woods or 
coal mining, both at meager wages. Sub- 
sistence farming and gardening kept a 
modicum of food on the table. 

“A woman’s lot was very difficult it 
those pre-liberation days. Her role was 
often to be barefoot and pregnant, keep 
the weeds out of the garden, the cow 
milked and the food cooked. 

“Somehow, one of the daughters of 
that family developed a rather fragile 
dream shared by none of her siblings. 
Her dream was to some way obtain an 
education beyond that which was avail- 



able in a local one-room school. There 
was no public high school in her com- 
munity, but she heard of a small church 
boarding school in a nearby town that 
had just opened and was recruiting stu- 



dents. Most of the students were town 
residents, and few of the small student 
body were females. But this daughter of 
the Appalachian Mountains was able to 
enroll, and found a family in town that 



she could stay with. 

“She rode a borrowed horse home on 
weekends, often in mud up to the horses’ 
knees, fording streams and having to 
hold her skirt up to keep it from getting 
wet - with ice sometimes freezing on her 
clothes in the wintertime. 

“Financially, times were very diffi- 
cult. At the beginning of one year her 
parents had no money for tuition and 
expenses and it appeared that her dream 
would have to be put away, perhaps for- 
ever. But at the last minute, that year’s 
money did become available. 

The lady graduated from that tiny 
school, then attended Campbellsville 
College, Morehead State, the University 
of Tennessee, Ohio State University and 
Marshall University. Wherever the when 
and where of her married life allowed, 
she took the courses that led to her 
bachelor’s degree, and later her master’s 
degree. These degrees gave her a win- 
dow on life that none of her brothers and 
sisters ever knew, and opened the door 
for an appreciation for education and 
scholarship, which she passed on to her 
children, and they to theirs. 

“The lady I have told you about was 
my mother, Thelma Elam, a school- 
teacher for many years in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, and a woman’s libber before any- 
one ever heard that term. 

“In so many ways those of you who

Millstone Around Fletcher 
But Can Dems Sink Him?

FRANKFORT — It has been 
a year since a whistleblower de- 
livered a pile of documents to At- 
torney General Greg Stumbo in- 
dicating that Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher’s administration had 
been playing fast and loose with 
the state’s Merit System in its hir- 
ing and firing practices. 

That, in turn, led to the impan- 
eling of a special Franklin County 
grand jury to investigate allega- 
tions of Merit System violations. 

The grand jury, whose term 
has been extended repeatedly 
over the last 12 months, issued in- 
dictments against 13 current or 
former administration officials 
for misdemeanor charges of im- 
proper hiring and firing of em- 
ployees who enjoy job protection 
under the Merit System. 

And, in perhaps the low point 
of the year-long wrangle between 
Fletcher and Stumbo, who har- 
bors gubernatorial ambitions, 
Stumbo says he’s only doing his 
job and points to the indictments 
as proof that Merit System laws 
were broken. 

Practically from day one the 
investigation has been a continu- 
ous tug-of-war in court over sub- 
poenaed documents, e-mail and, 
most recently, an electronic mes- 
saging device used by Fletcher for 
communications after he gave up 
using electronic mail. 

Even as the grand jury’s term 
is running out, Stumbo ’s office is 
insisting Fletcher hasn’t turned 
over all the records subpoenaed, 
and thus the grand jury may have 
to be extended once again. The 
governor’s attorney insists every- 
thing has been produced as de- 
manded. 

So, will the grand jury’s inves- 
tigation of Fletcher and his ad- 
ministration end with a bang — 
an indictment against the gover- 
nor or a highly critical report on 
what the jurors found — or the 
proverbial whimper of an inves- 
tigation run out of steam? 

Either way, the harm to 



Fletcher has been done. The can- 
didate who promised to “clean up 
the mess in Frankfort” created his 
own mess with the indictment of 
some of his top associates and 
appointees. That he then par- 
doned them of any responsibility 
only reinforces the impression 
that the only cleaning that was 
done involved Democrats on the 
Merit System payroll. 

Even if the special grand jury 
goes home without further action, 
a raft of lawsuits by employees 
who lost their jobs when Fletcher 
came to office are still pending. 
Fast week the fired staff assistant 
in the Transportation Cabinet’s 
Office of Inspector General sued 
the cabinet and Secretary Bill 
Nighbert seeking reinstatement, 
compensatory and punitive dam- 
ages. Nighbert was one of those 
pardoned by Fletcher, but since 
has been indicted for alleged re- 
prisals against an employee who 
appeared before the grand jury. 

And the Kentucky Supreme 
Court has yet to weigh in on the 
question of whether the special 
grand jury can isue a public re- 
port on its findings since aqll 
those the grand jury indicted have 
been pardoned. Stumbo ’s office 
believes it can. Fletcher’s attor- 
ney believes it cannot. 

So the issues surrounding the 
special grand jury’s investigation 
are not going to disappear with 
the grand jury itself. 

They will continue to haunt the 
administration with every court 
ruling and every lawsuit filed 
over its personnel actions. 

All the while, Democrats will 
be waiting in the political wings, 
prepared to use the Fletcher mess 
in Frankfort to their advantage. 
The November legislative elec- 
tions will be the first opportunity 
to see how effective Democrats 
are in using Fletcher’s mess to 
gain seats in the House and Sen- 
ate. 

So far, however, they haven’t 
shown much ability in that regard.

Phone Co-op takes rural 
area’s message to Capitol

PUBLISHER’S PEN 



It took an extra half-day, but 
The Courier Publishing Co.’s pro- 
duction staff at West Liberty — 
all seven of us — produced 90 
pages of newspapers — more 
than double our normal produc- 
tion — last week in three and a 
half days. They were long days 

— 13-, 14-, 17-hour days for most 
of the production staff, not count- 
ing the hours devoted by our edi- 
tors in Elliott and Wolfe counties. 
Normally it takes us three days 
to produce the pages for our three 
papers — The Licking Valley 
Courier, The Wolfe County 
News, and The Elliott County 
News — usually a total of about 
40-44 pages a week. The previ- 
ous week, we got out a total of 
70 pages, and got them out on 
time with only one embarrassing 
mishap — page 12 of the Mor- 
gan County paper somehow got 
replaced with page 12 of the 
Elliott County paper. Only the 
Wolfe County News was late get- 
ting in the mail last week, but we 
did the best we could. 

With many candidates seeking 
nominations in the three counties 
this year, we knew we would be 
tasked to get out last week’s pre- 
election editions. In fact, we were 
swamped. We survived it, but not 
without some flubs. Editing, mak- 
ing the photos, composing, proof- 
reading, and sorting over 130 new 
ads for three separate publications 

— over three times our normal 
workload, plus getting, editing, 
and composing news, making and 
sorting pictures, etc. — would 
have been no easy task even if 
we’d had five days to do it in. To 
the one candidate whose ad was 
set but got lost and failed to get 
in last week, we sincerely apolo- 
gize; to the three candidates 
whose photos or ad copy were 
somehow muffed, we sincerely 
apologize. And, oh yes, one page 
got printed twice in one of our 
publications, embarrasing, but no 
harm done there. 

It was quite a week and by the 
time the last paper was labeled, 
sacked, and sent to the post of- 
fice our staff was completely 
bushed. 

We know our three county- 
seat newspapers are widely read 
every week and we appreciate the 
fact that many candidates chose 
to use the papers to help get out 
their campaign messages. We 
truly appreciate your patronage. 

Again, to those whose ads we 
flubbed, we feel bad about it and 
hope you will accept our apolo- 
gies.

Independent Auditors’ Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities and each major fund 
of Morgan County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2005, which collectively comprise the 
County’s basic financial statements, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Morgan County Fiscal Court. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these 
financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued 
by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Fiscal Court Audits issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, Morgan County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements on a prescribed basis 
of accounting that demonstrates compliance with the modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis 
of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the 
respective financial position of the governmental activities and each major fund of Morgan County, 

Kentucky, as of June 30, 2005, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then 
ended in conformity with the basis of accounting described in Note 1. 

The management’s discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information are not a required part of 
the basic financial statements but are supplementary information required by the Governmental Accounting 
Standards Board. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquires of 
management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the required supplementary 
information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated September 16, 
2005 on our consideration of Morgan County, Kentucky’s internal control over financial reporting and on 
our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and 
other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over 
financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit 
performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the 
results of our audit.

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Governor Fletcher indicted 
on merit system charges

For the first time since the 
merit-hiring controversy began 
last year, Kentucky Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher has been charged with a 
crime. 

Thursday, a special grand jury 
in Franklin County issued indict- 
ments against Fletcher, including 
allegations of criminal con- 
spiracy, official misconduct and 
political discrimination. 

The grand jury also returned 
indictments against Sam Bever- 
age, a former highway engineer 
for the state, on perjury charges. 
Thirteen other indictments were 
sealed. 

An arraignment hearing has 
been set for June 7. Fletcher is 
not expected to attend the hear- 
ing. 

A special grand jury in 
Franklin County has been hear- 
ing testimony for over a year con- 
cerning possible political influ- 
ence in merit-system hiring. 
Fletcher is accused of using po- 
litical connections and affilia- 
tions in hiring decisions against 
state law. 

The indictment says Fletcher 
and other state officials used the 



Governor’s Personnel Initiative 
to handpick job recipients based 
on party affiliation and dona- 
tions. 

If he found guilty of the 
charges, Fletcher could be re- 
moved from office and jailed. 

In August, Fletcher issued par- 
dons for anyone, with the excep- 
tion of himself, connected or 
charged in the investigation. 

Fletcher has said he has a 
“clear conscience” and has no 
plans to pardon himself. 

Fletcher said the allegations 
themselves are politically moti- 
vated by Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo. 

The controversy first came to 
light in November 2004 when an 
employee of the State Transpor- 
tation Cabinet accused members 
of the Fletcher administration of 
using politics in hiring decisions. 

In the summer of 2005, then- 
acting Transportation Secretary 
Bill Nighbert, Deputy Secretary 
Jim Adams, Commissioner of 
Administrative Services Dan 
Druen, Fletcher’s chief of staff 
Dick Murgatroyd, and transpor- 
tation official Cory Meadows 
were indicted. All of the men 
were later pardoned by Fletcher 
for any potential wrongdoing.

The driver of the truck, 
Michael Dawson of West Liberty 
was not injured. 

The accident remains under 
investigation by Trooper Royce 
Collett.

Beginners should strive to exercise at low-to-moderate intensity three 
times per week for up to 20 minutes, keeping stress down and enjoyment 
high. Here’s how to customise an exercise program to fit your needs. 



Exercise for Seniors 

For older adults, aerobic exercise has 
been shown to improve strength, reduce 
the risk of heart disease and osteoporosis, 
decrease the risk of falls and improve 
mood and sleep quality. To develop an 
effective exercise program: 

• Include the "four fitness building 
blocks” — endurance, strength training, 
flexibility and balance— for best results. 

• Gradually build up your activity level, aim- 
ing for 30 minutes of moderate exercise, 
five times per week. What’s "moderate"? If 
you can’t talk, you’re exercising too hard. 

• Make sure the environment is safe. If 
you’re indoors, equipment should be 
working properly. For outdoor exercise, 
avoid extreme heat or cold. 

Exercise for People 
Who Are Overweight 

For people who are overweight, regular 
exercise lowers the risk of heart disease 
and reduces blood pressure and blood glu- 



cose. So try the following tips to enhance 
your fitness and self-esteem: 

• Start slowly to avoid soreness and 
injury. Even five to 10 minutes a day is a 
great start. 

• Set goals and share them with support- 
ive individuals— you may want to try 
exercising as a team! 

• Try to include more activity in your daily 
routine. Housework, gardening and walk- 
ing to do errands are all good ways to 
improve your health. 

• Loose clothing, supportive shoes and gar- 
ments that prevent chafing can help you 
feel more comfortable. 

• Exercising in water allows you to keep 
cool, feel supported and strong, and 
avoid injury. 

Amputation 
and Exercise 

If you’ve had an amputation, you may 
experience mental as well as physical 
blocks to regular exercise. Fear of the 




unknown, injury or failure may keep you 
still. But the good news is that there are 
abundant exercise resources for people 
who have had amputations. 

• Swimming, treadmill walking or station- 
ary cycling (arm or leg) can be beneficial 
for amputees. 

• Fitness videos designed for amputees 
allow you to exercise at home. A compre- 
hensive resource list is available at 
http://www.amputee-coalition.org/ 
nllic_topic/oi05_fitnessexercise.html.

To stay safe, check with your doctor 
before starting an exercise program. Per- 
form a warm-up and cool-down, and drink 
lots of water. If you feel pain or other symp- 
toms, such as lightheaded ness or shortness 
of breath, stop. If symptoms persist, call 
your doctor.

Rogers gets funds to 
fight marijuana 
cultivation in DBNF 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
U.S. Representative Hal Rogers 
(Ky.-05) announced that he has 
included a $ 1 million in the fed- 
eral budget for the U.S. Lorestry 
Service to continue efforts to 
fight marijuana cultivation in the 
Daniel Boone National Lorest 
(DBNF). 

“With its large acreage and 
rugged terrain, the Daniel Boone 
National Forest has long been a 
difficult place to patrol, making 
it susceptible to marijuana culti- 
vation,” said Rogers. “This fund- 
ing is vital to enabling the Forest 
Service to continue rooting out 
illegal drug activity in the 
Boone.” 

This is the ninth year in a row 
Rogers has included funding for 
marijuana eradication efforts in 
the DBNF, which has yielded 
hundreds of tons of marijuana 
and led to hundreds of arrests and 
prosecutions. To date, Rogers has 
helped direct $28 million in fund- 
ing for counter-drug efforts of the 
U.S. Forest Service and Ken- 
tucky National Guard in the 
DBNF. In 2004, law enforcement 
officials eradicated 129,627 
marijuana plants in the DBNF, 
which is over half the total num- 
ber of marijuana plants eradi- 
cated across Kentucky that year. 

The funding is included in the 
fiscal year 2007 Interior Appro- 
priations bill, which was ap- 
proved by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee on May 11. 
Rogers works to secure funding 
for projects throughout the Daniel 
Boone National Forest in his role 
as a senior member of the House 
Appropriations Committee.

In Computer Security

If you do business with Social 
Security online - or if you are 
thinking about doing business 
with us online - you will want to 
take note of a recent government 
report on computer security. The 
U.S. House of Representatives 
Government Reform Committee 
ranked Social Security at the top 
of the list among federal govern- 
ment agencies, with a grade of 
A+. 

The committee’s scores were 
based on many criteria, among 
them how well an agency limited 
access to private information. 
The letter grades depended on 
how well agencies met the re- 
quirements set out in the Federal 
Information Security Manage- 
ment Act. 

Social Security’s high marks 
reflect the fact that our Agency 
uses a variety of proactive secu- 
rity measures to protect the in- 
formation that the American pub- 
lic entrusts to us. Social Security 
has always recognized the impor- 
tance of protecting the privacy of 
the information we maintain 
about the people we serve, and 
ensuring the integrity and accu- 
racy of the records we keep and 
the payments we make. In fact, 
the Social Security Board’s first 
regulation, published in 1937, 
dealt with the confidentiality of 
SS A records. 

“For more than 70 years, So- 
cial Security has honored its 
commitment to the American 
people to maintain the confiden- 
tiality of our records,” said Jo 
Anne Barnhart, Commissioner of 
Social Security.

are here tonight owe a debt to 
those who have gone before. 
Many of those are debts of which 
we may not be aware. 

“Today, in a nursing home in 
a mountain town, there is an old 
man whose brain is mostly dead. 
In his life he never had much, and 
had a weakness for whiskey that 
caused suffering in his family. 
One of the few possessions in his 
whole life he ever acquired of 
which he was proud was when 
he was a young man and owned 
a fine riding horse. He was able 
for a while to ride in style while 
others walked the muddy trails. 

“He is my mother’s brother. 

“Through later years she was 
sympathetic to his misfortunes 
and forgave his misdeeds. She al- 
ways tried to be nice to him, more 
so than to her other siblings. 

“I once asked her with mild 
impatience why she was so tol- 
erant of my uncle, and she told 
me of the time when she was in 
danger of losing her dream of an 
education because there was no 
money for school, and how her 
brother quietly sold his fine 
riding horse and gave her the 
money for another year of school 
to keep her dream alive. He then 
walked the muddy trails while 
someone else rode in style. 

“The pathway of opportunity 
for scholarship is littered with the 
efforts of those who’ve gone be- 
fore each of us. The willingness 
of your parents to make financial 
sacrifices for your scholastic op- 
portunities may well be because 
they sense an indebtedness to 
those who have gone before 
them, which can only be repaid 
by passing on to their children the 
blessing you have of being here 
tonight; with the hope that you 
will someday pass this dream - 
and debt - on to your children. I 
encourage each of you to talk 
with your parents someday about 
just why they value your educa- 
tion enough to make the sacri- 
fices they do.

Farmers Mkt. Coupons 



The Women, Infants and 
Children’s (WIC) Program began 
issuing Farmer Market Nutrition 
Coupons for eligible WIC par- 
ticipants on May 15. Federal and 
State mandated guidelines re- 
quire that when issuance of 
Farmers Market coupons to WIC 
participants begins, the Gateway 
District Health Department must 
also issue information on nutri- 
tion education. Therefore, begin- 
ning this year, the Health Depart- 
ment will be issuing Farmer’s 
Market nutrition program cou- 
pons during recipients’ regularly 
scheduled WIC appointment. 

“We realize that many of you 
may have just been issued WIC 
Food Instruments (vouchers) at 
the Health Department and may 
not have an appointment for an- 
other three months,” explained a 
health department spokesperson. 
“But since we are issuing cou- 
pons early this year, all partici- 
pants should receive their cou- 
pons by August 15, 2006. The 
Farmer’s Markets are still going 
strong in August and the last day 
to use your coupons is October 
15, 2006. This should allow all 
WIC participants a chance to use 
their coupons.” 

The WIC program encourages 
recipients to use their Farmer’s 
Market coupons to help achieve 
the goal of eating 5-A-day (five 



or more servings of fruits and 
vegetables each day). Recipients 
will be improving the nutrition 
value of their family’s diet, as 
well as helping Kentucky farm- 
ers. The Farmer’s Markets are to 
help the farmer’s diversify their 
farms and crops. This program is 
known as KY Proud. Look for the 
KY Proud sign at your Farmer’s 
Market. 

Both the WIC Program and 
the KY Farmer’s Market Nutri- 
tion Program are open to sugges- 
tions on how to better better help 
WIC participants use their cou- 
pons. Currently, WIC partici- 
pants are only using about 50% 
of the coupons allocated to this 
area. The goal is for 100% use 
this year. 

To help achieve this goal the 
health department will be pub- 
lishing more articles in the paper 
about what crops are in season 
at the market and some recipe 
and/or advice on how to use the 
fruits and vegetables. Amyone 
with questions or concerns 
should contact the local Health 
Department, Farmer’s Market 
coordinator, or the WIC Coordi- 
nator at Gateway District Health

Acts 2:21 and Romans. 10:13 indicate that, “'whosoever shaii call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved.’” In the next verse, Romans 10:14 
it says, “How then, shall they call on him in whom they have not 
believed?” Believing precedes calling upon The name of the Lord. 
Jesus Himsejf said in John 14:6 '“I am the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man someth unto the Father, but bv me.” God reaffirms this truth 
in J Timothy 2:5 saying “For there is one God, and one mediator 
between God and men, the man Christ Jesus.” When someone says 
“repeat this prayer after me to be saved” it is making people feel like 
they have to “do” something to be saved, other than believing. If some- 
one is asked to say a prayer to be saved, the person Who says the 
prayer is still on his way to hell, after repeating the prayer, if he hasn’t 
believed in his heart. Nowhere in the Bible is it found that a person has 
to pray a prayer to be saved. God does not hear a prayer unless you 
go to God in the name of Jesus Christ. The Only Mediator between 
God and man. J esus Christ is not you r Mediator unless he is your Lord 
and Savior. So according to God, the steps are, first, you believe in 
Jesus Christ a s vour Lord and Savior. By believing as Acts 16:31 
indicates, you are saved! A cts 16:30,31 is the .only time in the Bible 
where the question is asked, “what must I dg to be saved?” God 
answering through Paul said, “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shaft be saved.” By heing saved, Jesus Christ is your Lord, Savior, 
and Mediator between God and yourself. Now you can pray to God, 
because you have the Mediator, Jesus Christ, 

I believe that when a person “prays” to God, without being saved, his 
prayer goes no higher than the ceiling, and God probably says, “Who 
do you think you are, to think that you can come to Me, without coming 
to Me in the only possible way that I have set out in My Word? For you 
come to Me, through My Only Begotten Son, Jesus Christ, the One and 
Only Mediator between you and Me.” You don’t just pull Jesus Christ 
out of the air, and say today I want You to get me to God, be my go- 
between for God! It doesn't work that way. Jesus Christ is either your 
Lord and Savior, making Him your Mediator, or, if Jesus Christ is not 
your Lord and Savior, He is not your Mediator. I believe it is very impor- 
tant to stress that you are saved by believing only . John 3:16, proba- 
bly the most quoted verse in the Bible, says that, “whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” Again, this passage 
clearly prescribes believing, not repeating a prayer. In John 3:4, 
Nicodemus asks Jesus, “How can a man he bom when he is old? Can 
he enter the second time into his mother’s womb, and be bom?” He 
was asking this in regard to Jesus’ statement in John 3:3, that a man 
needs to be bom again. Jesus’ answer in John 3:5 and following is 
“Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God.” Nowhere does Jesus say, pray to be saved, it is 
always believe. 

Years ago, i heard Dr. Donald Grey Barnhouse say Tm deeply offend- 
ed when ! hear a prayer that does not end with the idea that God must 
be approached only through the Name and the Being of the Lord Jesus 
Christ” Ephesians 1:13 says'ln whom (Christ) ye also trusted, after that 
ye heard the word of truth, the gospel of your salvation: in whom also 
after that ye believed, ye were sealed with that Holy Spirit of promise.” 
Romans 10:9 tells us “That if thou shaft confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shaft be saved.’°Forwith the heart man believeth (first) 
unto righteousness; and wfth the mouth confession (next) is made unto 
salvation.” How many people have gone to hell or are going to hell by 
putting theirtrust in the ungodly “pray the sinners prayer” or “repeat this 
prayer after me”, instead of believing J ohn 3:36: “He that believeth o n 
the Son hath eVeriasting fife: and he that believeth not the Son shaii not 
see iife; but the wrath of God abideth on him.” 

Luke 23:39-43 tefis us “And one of toe malefactors which were 
hanged railed on him, saying, if thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 44 
But toe other answering rebuked him, saying, Dost not thou fear God, 
seeing thou art in toe same condemnation? 41 And we indeed justly; 

for we receive the due reward of our deeds: but this man hath done 
nothing amiss. 42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom. ““And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say 
unto thee, Today shaft thou be with me in paradise.” In these verses 
in Luke, we see that a man was saved by believing only. The maiefac- 
tor did not, and was not instructed by Jesus, to pray, to receive salva- 
tion. He said unto Jesus, “Lord, remember me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom. 43 And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise." You don’t fool Jesus. Jesus knew 
that this man beiieved in Him; that this man believed that this Jesus 
that he was talking with was the Lord, The Messiah, the Only Begotten 
Son of God, the Savior, and in believing, the man was saved, Now if 
you think that you have to pray first, repeat first, or anything f irst, 
before believing, why did Jesus tell him “today thou shalt be with Me 
in paradise?” OR if there is a need to do for anything to go along with 
believing, why didn’t Jesus teii him what that was? Jesus doesn’t 
make mistakes! God’s Word is true. You don’t (really you can’t), add to 
or take away from God’s Word, and it be true. Just leave His Word 
alone, and do what God said, believe. Psalm 119:89” “For ever, O 
LORD, thy word is settled in heaven.” Revelations 22:1 8,19” “For i tes- 
tify unto every man that heareth toe words of toe prophecy of this book, 
If any man shall add unto these things, God shail -add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book: "And if any marshal! take away 
from the words of the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out of the holy city, and from the tilings 
which are written in this book.” Take your Bible and check the refer- 
ences that we contained herein— nothing added to and nothing taken 
away; and when you hear “the plan of salvation” from anyone, get your 
Bible out and see if it is God speaking or “someone’s” idea. I can’t see

Dear Parent or Guardian: 

As the school year draws to a 
close, the All-Terrain Vehicle 
Safety Institute would like to im- 
press upon parents and guardians 
the importance of all-terrain ve- 
hicle safety. 

ATV safety is important even 
if your family doesn’t own an 
ATV, as your child may have 
friends who do. Here is what all 
parents need to know when it 
comes to your child and AT Vs: 

Always wear a helmet and 
other protective gear. Supervise 
riders younger than 16; AT Vs are 
not toys. Never carry a passenger 
on a single-rider vehicle. Never 
ride on public roads - another ve- 
hicle could hit you. Ride an ATV 
that is right for your age. The 
guidelines are: 

Age 6 and older, under 70cc; 
age 12 and older, 70cc to 90cc; 
age 16 and older, over 90cc. 

Never ride under the influence 
of alcohol or other drugs. Ride 
only on designated trails and at a 
safe speed. Take an ATV 
RiderCourse; call Toll-Free (800) 
887-2887, or visit 
www.atvsafety.org. 

As parents, you literally hold 
the key to your children’s safety. 
Every ATV has an ignition key, 
and when an adult controls the 
key, they control the use. Paren- 
tal supervision is vital to a child’s 
safety; children under the age of 
16 must be actively supervised at 
all times when riding an ATV. 

ATVs are not “one-size-fits- 
all.” Nearly 90 percent of all 
youth ATV-related injury inci- 
dents are the result of a child 
riding an adult- sized ATV, mean- 
ing an ATV with an engine size 
greater than 90 cubic centimeters. 
No child under the age of 16 
should be permitted to ride an 
adult-sized ATV. 

Even though a child is of the 
recommended age to ride a par- 
ticular size ATV, not all children 
have the strength, skill or judg- 
ment needed to operate an ATV. 
You should supervise your child’s 
operation of the ATV at all times 
and allow continued use only if 
you determine that your child has 
the ability and judgment to oper- 
ate the ATV safely. The Institute 
publishes a booklet, Parents, 
Youngsters, and All-Terrain Ve- 
hicles, designed to help parents 
determine if their child is ready 
to ride an ATV. An electronic ver-

U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission data shows that over 
90 percent of all ATV-related fa- 
talities are the result of warned- 
against behaviors.

INSPECTION PERIOD 
For The Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Morgan County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 22 
through June 6, 2006. Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator or 
one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1 , 2006 assessment on which state, county and school taxes for 
2006 will be due about September 1 5, 2006. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the county court- 
house and may be inspected between the hours 8:00 am to 4:00 pm, weekdays, Saturday 
by appointment. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must 
first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be 
held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference 
with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment ap- 
peals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other 
written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the 
taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office or PVA no later than one work day 
following the conclusion of the inspection period or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to 
appear before the board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall NOT be made to the county board of 
assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the provi- 
sions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted under the 
provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed 
value of personal property as determined by the office of property valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash 
value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of 
Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky 
Board of Tax Appeals.

“Where 
is there an obstacle or an appar- 
ent reality that looks like it is stop- 
ping you, when all you need to 
do is act on your dream? This 
flings the door open, showing you 
and the people around you that 
you are more committed to your 
dream than you are to your fear.”

Writer James Agee illustrates this 
well in Let Us Now Praise Fa- 
mous Men , in which he recounts 
one of his experiences during the 
Great Depression.

Household Hints 

• For kitchen safety, always 
keep a multi purpose fire extin- 
guisher handy in case of a grease 
fire.

Gas well ordered 
plugged in Johnson 

STAFFORDSVILLE — The 
Environmental and Public Pro- 
tection Cabinet’s Division of Oil 
and Gas Conservation is in the 
process of monitoring a leaking 
gas well at Staffordsville, which 
has been ordered plugged by the 
Johnson County Circuit Court. 



Marvin Combs, assistant di- 
rector of the oil and gas division, 
said the well is in the process of 
being plugged. He said an open 
hole, cast-iron bridge plug had 
been set above the deep zone to 
isolate it from the shallow part of 
the well. 

The order to plug the well re- 
sulted from a civil suit filed by 
the state against Geo Resources, 



owned by Burl “Skip” Cantrell, 
Jr., because it was leaking and 
causing “serious environmental 
degradation and harm to land and 
streams and the property and 
safety of citizens. 

The EPPC expected the well 
to be completely plugged by last 
week, but said it may be some 
time before the gas stops seeping. 
It was 21 days between the day 



the company hit 5,000 feet on 
April 4 and when the gas was re- 
ported leaking April 25, Combs 
said.
